Sowing Gardens 
In Alberta 


(Experimental Farms Note), 
In many parts of Alberta the spring 


and early-sammer weeks are often 


rather dry and windy. During this 
time time the temperature may o1 
! 


nay not be favorable for growth, 


Frequently the seed bed dries out be- 
fore the vegetables have germinated 
ov rooted. Grains may be drilled into 


the moisture, but most garden seeds 


them in a dust-bed, with a long wait 
for rain. 
Wind protection by shelter belts 


tight fences, is a great help but is not 
always available in the pioneer stage. 

Deep stirring of the soil in spring is 
almost certain to dry it out, especially 
ina windswept situation. The vege- 
tuble seed-bed should be prepared in | 
the fall and left firm during the spring | 
a mere scratching with rake or light 
harrow being given to break the sur- 
face crust, 

Avoid at any time having a lot of 
course manure in the land. For the 
manure, applied frequently in limited 
quantities and well mixed with the 
soil. Inadry climate the immediate 


effect of manure may be detrimental,

Even beets nay be thus started 
and transplanted, 

Experiments at Peaverlodge have 
shown that there is no uniformly best 


date for sowing any vegetable. The 


safest plan is to sow a portion of each | 


class of seed in late April and early 
May, reserving about two-thirds for a 
second anda third sowing. If space 
be limited, the first sowing may be 
made on the left-hand side of a string 
stretched between firmly fixed label 
stakes, a second sowing on the right- 
hand side, and third, if needed,

One or the other is almost 
certain to succeed, but there is 
knowing in advance which will

best, although the odds favor early 
sowing of parsnips. The earliest pods 
of peas and ears of corn are likely to 
be garnered from the first or second 
sowing, but the later plots may grow 
more luxuriantly. 

In sowing, disturb the soil as little 
as possible. A garden drill is a real 
help. Lacking this, sow, cover, and 


gently press the seed as promptly as
